LONDON, Deo. 19, 2.00 A. M.—The 


Boers bave iaided Gape Colony at two 
separate points, oue hundred miles dis- 
tant from each other, (nays the Cape 
Town correspondent of the Daily Mail) 
One commando advanced on Philips 
burg, between Colesburg and Kimber- 
ley, while another (supposed to be Her- 
zog's force) crossed from Orange River 
Colony, northwest of Burghersdorp, 
General McDonald is engaging the in- 
vaders, who have no guns, twenty miles 
west of Burghersdorp. The lutest in- 
formation is that the Boers are being 
slowly forced back towaid the Orange 
river, where a warm reception is being 
prepared for them. 


A TRAIN ROBBER'S END. 


NEW ORLEANS, Dec. 18.—With a gap- 


ing wound in the back and another in 
tho left wrist, made by the police, 
Channiitg B. Barnes, train robber, drew 
the keen edge of a hunting knife across 
bis throat in a swamp near here today 
and eluded the officers of the law by 
death. Barnes had been wanted ever 
sinco the robbery of the limited ex 
press on the Illinois Central railroad. 
The officers got on the track of two men 
concerned in-fcho holdup, oae of whom 
was so badly wounded that they knew 
he was obliged to drop a United States 
mail bag in his flight. All tiaces of 
this man htd been lost, however, for 
some time until today, when tho body 
was fo and in the midst of the s^amp. 
Knowing that his wounds weie fatal 
and that eecape from the officers was 
impossible, Barnes had killed himself 
In bin clothes weie found a watch be 
longing to the conductor of thn limit 
ed, a number of registered letter B and 
a quantity of dynamite. The body was 
taken to tLe central police station in 
this city, where it was soon identified 
as that of Barnes, who had many 
aliases. Barnes was in the holdup of 
an Illinois Central express train at 
Wickliffe, Ky., last July. In St. Louis- 
soon afterward, Barnes wounded Spec- 
ial Officer Murray, who attempted to 
arretjt him, and made his escape over 
the housetops, getting away from bun 
dreds of pursuers. His brother and a 
pal were arrested and confessed. 


THE CHINESE ISSUE. 


Discussed Chinese Issue,

SEVERELY. 


SUFFERS 


NORFOLK, Dec. 16 —Tbe buiJdinp; oc- 


cupied by the construction department 
at the Norfolk navy yard was entirely 
destroyed by fire early this evening. 
Shortly before six o'clock a watohxnin 
discovered a blaze in the office of Con 
struotor Stahl and promptly gavo the 
alarm. The yard department and the 
Portsmouth firemen zesponded expedi- 
tion sly, hut they found that the fire 
had gained a good headway, and iu a 
short while tbe building was a mass of 
flames. Then the firemen turned theii 
attention to saving surrounding build 
ings from destruction. All the impor- 
tant papers, plans and models contained 
in the construction department were 
lost, including 7090 drawings. 
The 


conflagration licked up also 100,000 feet 
of live oak lumber. The total loss is 
estimated at 8200,000. The origin of 
the fire is a mystery.

praihcs Philadelphia squabs on toast, but 
denounces Little Nock clams as composed 
of rather sickly gristle. Of our flsh he ap- 
proves of lilucflsh as superior to all others 
Our salmon he does not regard with ap- 
probation. 


Of our dinners ho has a poor opinion, 


with the- e-xe-eption of tho pwe-e'ts. He 
thinks -we excel in those becauso they go 
wc-11 \\ith our favorite beverage-, ice water. 
Ho gays that ve like strong flavors, oui 
sweets are swocter than elsewhere, our salt 
fish saltier, ami our pieklcnl food more re- 
morsele°.sly pickled. He asserts that we 
serve apple fritters botwe'cn the roast anel 
entree, anel thnt the3 service of an Ameri- 
can meal is modeled upon thnt of the 
quick lunch, where the maximum of fooel 
is stuffed into the stomach in the mini 
mum of minutes. Ho illustrates this by 
citing the wise of a jenmg man who, at n 
quick lunch, has served to him at tho same 
moment "soup, flsh, three mc-ats, loin 
vegetables, two solids, two sweets, fruit, 
ice cre.xm, ice water, coffee, sugar, cream, 
cruets, a jug *»f spoons and we>roestcrshi« 
sauce."

'Xhe Superiority of Electricity Over Ste*tu 


as a Motor. 


The most striking thing about the behav- 


ior of the electric locomothe is the cer- 
tainty with which It may be moved over 
short distances, varying from a few inches 
to a few feet. The obedience of tho motors 
to the controller is practically Instantane- 
ous, thus doing away at one stroke with 
One of the chief drawbacks to steam switch- 
ing engines, with which thwe is a notice- 
able delay between the time when the 
throttle valve is opened and the pistons be- 
gin to move, in this way often causing 
the engineer, no matter how careful he 
may be, to overshoot his mark. 


This delay in action, while generally on- 


ly a few seconds in each case, amounts up 
seriously in the course of a whole day's 
work and is tho chief cause of the prover- 
bial lateness of freight trains which have 
much switolling to do at intermediate sta- 
tions. From the fact that the movement 
of the electric locomotive can bo graduated 
so nicely a full third of tho time usually 
occupied l>y steam locomoti\es can be 
saved, particularly as single empty cars 
unprovided with automatic couplings need 
ne^cr be bunted off by too rapid an ap- 
proach of tho engine, as frequently hap- 
pe-ns under switching conditions as they 
now arc. 


Again, the acceleration of the electric 


locomotive is" so even that tho freight caris 
of a comparatively long tram are started, 
one after another, •without jerkmg and 
without apparent strain. A weak draw bar 
is thus protected against suddem fracture, 
and no "easing oflV'with consequent re- 
duction in speed and delay in getting un- 
der way, is necessary, as in the case of the 
steam locomotive. The electric loc-cmOtive, 
further, is littcel with a quick acting air- 
brake, the pressure for which is kept at its 
maximum by an automatic e'le>ctric air 
pump, instead of tho comparatively slow 
acting steam brake which is usually at 
tached to bteam bwitching e-ngines. The 
highest rate of speed permissible in Mich 
cases may, therefore*, be indulged in with 
the certainty of a qidck stop, nhould occa- 
sion require it. 


The handiness with which an cleotrie 


locomotive may bo operated is anothcj 
point in itb favor There is neither the in 
ternal pressure of tho steam against the: 
throttle valve nor the stiffness anel weight 
of tho link reversing genr 1o overcome' 
A dainty controller handle, which could 
bo mo\eel by a child, and a re\ersing him 
dlf almost equally light and movable open 
and arrange the paths for tho e-urront —

An Interesting Latter From One Cf 


The Great Battleahip'a Crew. 


The Herald has received an inter- 


esting letter from its correspondent on 
the battleship Kentucky,—Seaman Jo- 
nas Olsen, who is always alert to all the 
notable phases of life on that superb 
ppccimen of Yankee naval prowess. 


It appears from this communication 


that during the stay of the Kentucky 
at the port of Smyrna, eternal vigilance 
was the watchword on board, le^t the 
treacherous Turk try to duplicate the 
dastardly ttick which destroyed the 
Maine. 


jis is probably the first narration, 


to reach the press here, of the exact 
conditions attending the eoj-jurn of the 
American sea fighter at Smyrna, and it 
is of all the more interest from the fact 
that it was written by a member of the 
crew. The letter follows: 


SMYBNA, Nov. 20th, 19CO. 


Today is Thanksgiving and we are 


having a holiday, so I take this oppor- 
unity to write. For a wonder, we have 
not had any rain yet today, but it is 
lowering overhead and liable to come 
down at any time. The weather has 
been very wet since we passed Gibral- 
;ar. 
Oar canteen treated ns to turkey 


today, so we all bad a good dinner. We 
now have a band of twenty-five pieces, 
that gave us music after the meal. We 
live pretty fairly right along. 


Since 1 wrote you last, we have been 


in just about the same position that 
the Maine was, in Havana harbor. It 
was altogether unexpected to us to 
oome here, and of course when we 
heard of the orders, we knew it was no 
friendly vieit that we wero goicg to 
make. So the captain has taken every 
precaution to prevent a surprise. About 
one fourth of the ship's company is up 


night, provided with arms and am- 


munition. What impressed us as pe- 
culiar, to say the least, was that •when 
we came iu here, every ship in the nai- 
bor hove anchor and left, oven a steam- 
er that had put in ahead ot us. Per- 
haps they were ready to go out, but 
vnj way it set us to talking. Just be- 
f jre hammacks. you could see the crew 
in small lota in every corner discussing 
our situation. We all came to the oon 
elusion that the Turks could not bo 
trusted any more thau tho Spaniards, 
especially when the order came forward 
Lo be quick in getting to general quar- 
ters at the sound of the bngle, as it 
would be no drill, but real business. 
We turned in at nine o'clock, to &ream 
of Turks and bombarding. Of course, 
nothing has happened and we hope 
nothing will, except that the Turks will 
pay that little bill and let ns get out of 
here. We have bsen told (bat the snl- 
tan refuses to settle. 
We were to have 


liberty today, but. for some reason or 
other they stopped it again. We don't 
know how long we shall be here. Our 
last stop was at Naplec, where wg saw 
the burning monntainVesn\ins. Smoke 
was coming out of ic all the time and at 
night we could see from ou board ship 
the fire fla<»h up in puffs and throw out 
rocks and lava. Bight under the moun- 
tain is the city of Pompeii, which is 
party excavated. I did not go over to 
look at it. In the harbor of Naples, we 
were with the new British battleship 
Oaeuar (14,000 toas.) She looked all 
right, but she didn't come up to the 
Kentucky. 
We all agreed that we 


could lick her at any time. We have a 
much heavier battery.

' Daniel's pareotF^were humble folk in 
straitened circumstances, in what is now 
called -Salisbury Center, N." H.' "it took 
considerable contriving to enable him to 
gct_thc education for which he had a pas- 
sio'nate 'longing, put on May 25, 1796, he 
and his father set out for Exeter, where ho 
was placed in a school kept byfa 5Jr. Clif- 
ford. 


"When Daniel was given in charge Cjf 


the worthy Mr. Clifford, it vt as the first 
time' he had eyer teen away from home, 
arid his feelings cannot tc better described 


by himself. 'Tho change overpower- 


ed, me. I hardly remained master of my 
own senses among 00 boys who had seen 
so much more and appeared to know so 
much more Bnan I did.' 


"It is not to he wondered that the 


change overpowered him, a rong-h, un.- 
trained country boy, at 14 years of age. 


"It is said that Webster, upon leaving 


his son at Mr. Clifford's house, remarked 
to this gentleman that 'he must teach 
Daniel to hold his knife nnd fork, for ho 
knows no more about it than a cow about 
holding a spade.' It seems that the com- 
parigdn was a good one, for his manners 
at the table -were so rude that the other 
students requested the landlord to send 
him away. But the kind hearted man 
would not cor sent to this and refused even 
to remonstrate with Daniel, for he knew 
that the boy was sensitive and knew no 
better. 


"He hit upon a plan, so the story goes, 


which resulted in teaching the boy how to 
use his knife and fork. Webster was ac- 
customed to hold them fti his fists. "Mr. 
Clifford one day held his in the eame way 
and continued to do so until Webster saw 
how ungraceful it was and corrected him- 
self. 


"As to his studies, his success at Exeter 


„ was not great. He himself eays EO. He 
seemed unable to recite in a room filled 
with boys, and though he studied hard 
and was far from stupid ho could ne^er 
mate a good recitation. But what is to be 
wondered at most of all is that he could 
not, bo induced to speak in public. When 
he day came on which the class was to 
.ecloim, although he had learned his piece, 


wus utterly incapable of rising from 


lis Rent \vhci. his name •«as culled. 'The 
tind and excellent Buckminster-,' 
FOYS 


Daniel in his autobiography, 'sought espc- 
Inlly to persuade me to perform the excr- 
;iso of declamation, like other boj s, but I 
xnild not do it-. Manyn time did T <-o;n- 
nlt the pieces to memory in my room, yet 
when the timo came when tho school oo,l- 
ectcd to hear declamations, when my 
name was called, and I saw all eyes turn- 
id to my scat, I could not ruiso myscjf 
rom it. Sometimes the instructors frown- 
ed, sometimes they smiled. Mr. Buckmin- 
stcr always ] rcssed and entreated mcit 
winningly that I would venture, but I 
could never command sufficient resolution. 
When the occasion was over, I wont homo 
and wept bitter tci-.rs ot mortification.' 


It must be admitted that Webster was 


slovenly and untidy in his appearance. 
It 


is said that be rarely washed his face and 
lands. Many stories arc told concerning 
:his noticeable habit of youth, and tho 
following instance illustrates % cry clearly 
Webster's unkempt appearance and also a 
sally of wit: 


"Day after day Daniel appeared in class 


with his hands besmeared with dirt, pay- 
ing no attention whatever to the urgent 
appeals of the teacher to keep them clean. 
Finally the climax was capped. 
One day 


Webster presented himself in the classroom 
with his usual unclean appearance. 
The 


teacher could stand it no longer, and, 
quickly calling the boy to the Qesk, took 
up his dirty hand and exclaimed in an en- 
raged tone, 'Webster, if you can show me 
another hand in ibis room as dirty as this 
one, I will not punish you.' 


"Webster quickly drew up his other 


hand and said! •'Here's ono, professor.' 


The teacher was wholly taken aback 


by the brightness of his young pupil an.d 
admitted that he was Ijeaton. Webster took 
his seat without the thrashing. 


"Webster was assured by the kind prin- 


cipal that he was a better scholar than 
most of the boys, and that his constant 
application to his books, coupled with ft 
prodigious faculty for, labor, was surpris- 
ing. He also tqld him that he should be 
placed in a higher class, where ho would 
no longer be hindered by the boys who 
cared more for play and dress than for 
solid improvement. 
" 'These were the first encouraging 


words,' says Webster, 'that I ever received 
with regard to mystudies. I then resolved 
to return and pursxie them with diligence 
and with so much ability as I possessed.''' 


After a stay of nine months at Exeter 


Daniel was taken to Boscawen,JN. H., to 
be taught by Rev. Samuel Wood. After 
one- year hero the reverend gentleman in- 
formed his pupil that he was tired of him 
and would put him in college at once. He 
went to Dartmouth and did better work, 
learning to speak in" public, and by tho 
end of his freshman year had become quite 
a power in tbfl college.—l/iterary Digest

A foreign medical journal has been pub- 


lishing facts about tho dissemination of 
disease through books from public libraries. 
Id is, of course, impossible for librarians to 
ascertain where books have been or to 
know the conditions oi families into which 
they go. A large number of books were 
examined and were found to contain the 
bacilli of pneumonia, diphtheria and many 
other sorts, some of which were harmless. 
Even new books fresh from the publisher's 
hands were found to contain germs. There 
urp very many persons who practice weti- 
ting the lingers with the lips or tongue 
when turning tbc pages of books. This is 
an exceedingly dangerous thing to do, not 
'•only to the person who does it, but to all 
others who may use tho book afterward, 
especially if tho person so doing has any 
form of disease in the system. Invalids oj 
all kinds m-o likely to be great readers, nnd 
the consumptive or those suffering with 
cancer may unwittingly deposit on the 
pages of the volumes they peruse the dcsdr 
ly germs.of their bwn'malady. It has heen 
l nggcstWl (hat library books bo subjected 
I o in tense heat at intervals frequent enough 
to insure their immunity as transmitter* 
ef disease.—New York Ledger,

"Blondin nnd I were with tho Bavell

"Ono day lie. said to me, 'Iwuut to carr; 


you across on my back.' I thought hi; was 
joking and turned off the subject. He 
urged, and I finally consented. There wore 
300,000 people present on tho afternoon 
that I put my arms around Bkmdin's neck 
and placed my legs in two barrel hoop iron 
hooks which he attached on either side of 
his belt.

Tho 
first time I did this I hcnra a hoarse mur- 
mur from the crowd. When I dismounted, 
I placed my hands lightly on Blondln'n 
shoulders and stood with my right foot on 
tho rope, the left leg pointing outwerd and 
downward to be used «t« a balancing medi- 
um. Reaching tho last guy rope, on tho 
Canadian side, from which wo had started, 
there wore ahead of us 40 feet of Inio un- 
protected by llnw. With bis food rebtirig 
on the last guy rope Blondin said to mo: 
'Harry, whatever you. do us wo cros-s this 
unsupported place, do not attempt to bal- 
ance yourself. 
Bo perfectly passive, as 


though you wore 11 part of my own body. 
If I lean, lean with me. On you depends 
tho safety of our passage.' Then bo step- 
ped out toward tho swaying center. In ti 
moment he had lost his equilibrium. Ho 
leaned awny over to tho right 
To mo it 


seemed our bodies \vcro parallel with tho 
cui-th. I nerved mysulf, howe-s er. In a, mo- 
ment horcgahicu his equilibrium and thou 
leaned as far to tho left. Bloudin could 
not regain his balance readily. 
" His movements were not unlike those 


of a boy who attempts to walk oji a rail of 
a track. Ho started and ran, his object be- 
ing to reach the flr« guy ropo on the op- 
posite side, where he knew that he could 
secure a, steady foothold and regain bis 
poise. Ho reached the place. At that in- 
stant I felt something shake beneath me.

It was one of these who, 
seeing success probable, had gone to tho 
shore end of one of the guy lines and pull- 
ed it hard enough to break it at the main 
Sable just «s Blondin had placed bis foot 
upon the knot.

:ent nerve of the rope walker sa\ ed him 
and mo from being hurled to our death m 
the river below- 


"At the time of our flrst crossing to-

The Amcrlcafn .Tonrn'al of Science 


•n- account by Wwrrea *fc -Foote o* 
dclphia of tbc recent finding of a mcteorlW 
which fell in 187(5 in the Sacramento 
mountains of Kew Mexico and was seen at 
Its 'fall 'by Mr. M. Bartlctt of Florence, 
A T. The meteorite • paused through the 
heavens in a southerly direction acd fell 
with a report like a cannon. Tho facts 
were reported by Mr. B^rtlett to Mr. C. 
B. Biedcrman, who began an investiga- 
tion, which was fruitless until, by chance, 
a small sample of iron found by a shepherd 
of tho region proved to bo meteoric and led 
to the locating of the mass, which had fall- 
en on tho top of a limestone hill, where H 
was partly buried. Mr. Biederinan and 
his party with much labor dragged it six 
miles oven the desert to a wagon road. No 
pieces were found near it, and it IB com- 
plete except for two pieces, weighing to- 
gether about five pounds, which haue been 
broken or sawed from tho mass. 


Tho new fojind meteorite is a typical ex- 


ample of the class of siderites, weighing 
about G&l pounds, and about 82 inches 
long, 34 inches bread and 8 inches thick. 
It has the characteristic "thumb" marks, 
and on a flat sido it has two cup shaped 
pits from 4 to 0 niches in diameter, which 
are a remarkabm feature. 
" At tho point 


where the fragments were removed the oc- 
tahedral cleavage and lines of crj stalliza- 
tion are noticeable to a degree rarely seen 
in iron. It is, however, on the etched sur- 
face, prepared through treating a polished 
slab with diluted nitric acid in the usual 
manner, that the beauty of tbe crystalline 
structure is best; seen. In this respect it

ranks among the finest of recorded irons, 
the Widmannstatten figure? being 
tionally regular and distinct. Tho broad 
bands of kamacite are symmetrical, the 
prominence of the interlacing of shining 
white threads of the nlccollferous iron be- 
ing especially remarkable, and distinguish- 
ing it from the El Capitan meteoric iron, 
found in 1898 about 00 miles north of Sac- 
ramento range. In the latter iron the per- 
centage of iron is loss and nickel greater, 
phosphorus also being pre.st'nt. A quanti- 
tative analysis shews the following results, 
with a very small remainder undeter- 
mined: Iron, 91.39 per cent; nickel, 7.80 
per cent; cobalt, .02 per cent; total, 09.77 
per cent.
